And Whet Have You

Last week we started a run-down 
on the nine proposed amendments 
to the Texas Constitution, covering 
the first two. This week we are con­ 
tinuing this analysis. 
The third amendment authorizes 
the Legislature to set its own sal­ 
ary and the salaries of the Speaker 
of the House and the 
Lieutenant 
Governor. The change would permit 
the speaker and the Lt. Governor's 
salary to be set at not more than 
half the governor's salary and the 
legislator's salary would be set at 
not more than the salary of a dis­ 
trict judge. 
Those who argue for this amend­ 
ment say that the legislator can no 
longer be considered a part-time 
official with increasing complexity 
of the problems facing the state 
government. Time spent on standing 
and special interim 
committees 
meeting 
between 
sessions leave 
little time to devote to private bus­ 
iness. 
The $4,800 annual salary now 
provided under the constitution is 
scarcely adequate to meet present- 
day costs of living. Those favoring 
the change say that the small $12 
per diem allowance which is limited 
to 120daysis inadequate. They also 
maintain that having to have an e- 
lection every time the legislators 
get a raise is too expensive. 
Those opposing the amendment 
claim that allowing the legislature 
to legislate salaries to not more than 
the state salary of a district judge 
and the others the half the gover­ 
nor’s salary does not limit the sal­ 
aries too well since the legislature 
can raise these salaries. 
They 
also maintain that this 
would just increase the cost of state 
government at a time when state fi­ 
nances are already overburdened. 
The 
fourth 
amendment would 
exempt water supply corporations 
from ad valorem taxation. Those 
favoring this amendment say that 
the water supply corporations are 
nonprofit and perform a govern­ 
mental function. They also perform 
a vital function where there would 
not be an adequate water supply. 
Those opposing the amendment 
say that there are many privately 
owned water supply 
corporations 
which are run for profit that would 
be {nit at a competitive disadvantage 
if the nonprofit corporations went 
tax free. They also maintain that 
with rising costs of government this 
is not the time to reduce the tax 
base for counties and schools. 
The fifth amendment would in­ 
crease the ceiling on assistance to 
four classes of needy to maximum 
of $80 mill ion from state funds. 
Those favoring this amendment 
say that if it fails again that the 
state will have to make drastic cuts 
in the present levels of assistance 
to the needy disabled and the needy 
aged or lose the federal monies now 
being received. At the present time 
the state has cut the funds for needy 
children by 50 percent but a federal 
court has ruled that if a cut is made 
it must be across the board or else 
the state w'ii I lose the federal monies. 
Those opposed to the amend­ 
ment cite the cost of the welfare 
program to the state as reason for 
their opposition. 
Number six on the ballot would 
remove the interest-rate limitations 
on certain bonds subject to limita­ 
tions imposed by the legislature. 
Those favoring this amendment 
say that with the high rate of inter­ 
est at the present time many bond 
issues can not be sold at the rate 
permitted by the present ceiling. 
They cite many state programs that 
will be without funds if the ceiling 
is not raised. 
Here again the main argument 
against this amendment seems to be 
the 
increased 
cost 
to the state. 
Those opposing the amendment also 
claim that without a ceiling the var­ 
ious agencies will rely more on 
bonded indebtedness as a means 
of 
financing future needs.

Harden Hotel Closes Friday 


The Harden Hotel on South 
Central 
was closed Friday 
after 41 years of operation. 
When the telephone was dis­ 
connected Monday morning, it 
marked the first time there 
was no Harden listing since 
the telephone system was in­ 
stalled in Hamlin. 
The hotel was built in two 
stages by the late Mr. and 
Mrs, Thad E. Harden, pioneer 
settlers of Hamlin. 
The first 15 rooms and the 
service station on 
Central 
Avenue were built by the late 
Mr. Harden in 1928 and was 
leased to other management. 
In 1931 Mrs. Harden moved 
Into the hotel and assumed 
management when the young­ 
est child, Thad E. Harden Jr., 
went away to college. He was 
a graduating student in archi­ 
tecture at Texas A & M Uni­ 
versity when, in 1938, the ad­ 
dition to the hotel was built 
He designed 
the 
addition 
which included 12 more up­ 
stairs rooms, the downstairs 
lobby, a coffee shop and Mrs. 
Harden’s personal apartm ent 
which 
she 
occupied 
while 


managing the hotel until her 
death two years ago. 
Thad Harden Jr., secretary 
and office manager 
of the 
firm, Preston M. Germ Archi­ 
tect and Engineer and As­ 
sociates, of Ft. Worth, 
has 
since been in charge of the 
property, locally managed by 
Mr. and Mrs. Tommy Robert­ 
son. 
The hotel building 
is of 
solid brick, but the interior 
was in bad 
repair, the chief 
cause for closing the bu mess, 
young Harden said. 
The 
interior 
has 
been 
stripped 
but the structure 
will remain intact. The furn­ 
ishings and equipment have 
been sold. 
All 
linens, 
bedding, some 
furniture and fixtures were 
donated 
to 
Coastal 
Bend 
Youth City, a home for under­ 
privileged boys and girls, near 
Corpus Christi. 
A daughter, 
Mrs-. Robert 
McCracken of Corpus Christi 
serves as a member of the 
board of Youth City. 
J. B. Moore, director of 
Youth City, and Mrs. Moore 


came Saturday for the items 
given to the home. 
There were six 
children, 
Thad Jr. being the only one 
bom here. One daughter died 
young but all the others were 
graduated from Hamlin High 
School. 
Both Mr. and Mrs. Harden 
served Hamlin in numerous 
civic capacities, including City 
Council, sc hool board. Parent- 
Teachers 
Association, 
the 
Methodist Church, Civic clubs 
and other activities. 
Mrs. Harden donated the 
family home at 324 Southwest 
Ave. A to the women’s clubs 
of Hamlin in 1956 as a site 
for a library. 
The Hardens 
came here 
when Hamlin was just being 
organized as 
a 
city. They 
came by train from Sweetwater. 
Not only d.d the family have 
one of the first telephones in­ 
stalled in the city, they also 
had the first radio In this area.

remembers 
a 
complicated network of an­ 
tenna built at the home in 
order to receive the signal of 
WFAA in F t.

tax!” A few months ago that 
was the thought of Mrs. Ken­ 
neth D. R o g e r s , age 21, look­ 
ing at her husband’s record of 
1968 wages and income and 
social security tax deduction. 
H er thinking was no different 
than th at 
of many young 
people who are not aware of 
the complete social security 
program. 
On April 19, 1969, her hus­ 
band, K enneth D arrell Rogers, 
was killed in an 
a itom< bile 
accident. Mrs. Rogers suddenly 
and 
unexpectedly 
changed 
from the world of a wife with 
a hard working, high income 
husband 
to the world of a 
widow w ith a child and no 
known income. 
It was not long after this 
that she began to realize the 
value of the social security 
tax deduction that she had 
resented such a short time 
before. 
Someone 
urged 
her 
to check up on possible social 
security 
benefits. The 
once 
resented tax is now a source 
of livelihood. 
In fact, if her two-ycar-old 
son, Dennis, goes to school 
full time and rem ains unm ar­ 
ked to age 22, and if Mrs. Rog­ 
ers rem ains entitled to re­ 
ceive 
benefits 
until 
Dennis 


reaches age 18 and again be­ 
nnies entitled to widow’s bene­ 
fits at age 62, the two of them 
stand to receive over $106,000. 
OO in social security benefits 
from the work record of Ken­ 
neth Rogers. 


Mr s . Rogers feels possibly 
the best part of receiving the 
social security is that it will 
give her the necessary tim e 
needed to go to college where 
she hopes to m ajor in ele­ 
m entary education. If it w ere 
not for this income she would 
probably have to work full 
tim e to support herselt and 
Dennis. 


Mrs. Rogers is the form er 
Phyllis K. Rack ley, daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. O. L. Rackley, 
Rt. 2, Roby. She is a gradu­ 
ate of Hamlin High School.

Under consideration in the 
committee are such issues as 
tighter control of tax-exempt 
foundations, unlimited ch a r­ 
itable contributions, farm and

bonds of State and Municipal 
Governments, 
depletion 
al­ 
lowances 
on 
minerals 
and 
many other facets of our tax 
structure. 
Space will not permit detail 
discussion but take only a 
few of these as an example. 
FOUNDATIONS: There are 
thousands — some created for 
purpose of tax advantage. In 
the main, 
foundations arc 
authorized to fit three cate­ 
gories of activity — religious, 
education

Foundations have built many 
of our greatest 
institutions. 
To take away their tax-exempt 
status wouid do irreparable 
injury. 
No doubt 
that losses on 
‘Play” Farms and Ranches, 
charged against other income 
has in instances been abused. 
On the other hand, demon­ 
strated conservation practices 
and the up-breeding of live­ 
stock have produced proof of 
what can be done 
by others 
who depend on such improve­ 
ments 
for 
their 
principal 
livelihood. 
Tax-free bonds, voted, is­ 
sued and sold by local govern­ 
ments, provide a way for lo­ 
cal 
improvements 
without 
looking to the Federal Govern­ 
ment to finance all projects. 
Abuses, occur in charitable 
contributions. Some wealthy 
taxpayers have contributed 
real estate, securities, paint­ 
ings, books, manuscripts and 
every imaginable kind of pro­ 
perty, at an inflated value and 
deduct an amount to the ex­

they pay 
no tax. 
To 
totally exclude such contri­ 
butions would seriously handi­ 
cap churches, education in­ 
stitutions, hospitals, orphan­ 
ages and the like. 
Depletion

Most think only 
of oil and gas. The fact is that 
more than a hundred miner­ 
als receive depletion allowance 
for tax purpose. Oil and gas, 
have become the whipping 
boy of all. The decline in ex­ 
ploration for 
oil 
and 
gas 
resulting in a decline in re­ 
serves, obviously suggests a 
declining industry. 
Our state of Texas receives 
about 40 percent of its tax 
revenues from the oil and gas 
industry. This fact is of little 
interest to Members of Con­ 
gress 
from 
non-producing 
areas of the Country. There 
are comparatively few. Mem­ 
bers from producing areas. 
The merits of present law re­ 
lating to taxes on oil and gas, 
can only be convincing on the 
basis of what an 
adequate 
supply means 
in terms of 
price to the consumer. 
For the first time in the 
economic history of natural 
gas, a shortage occurred in 
the fall and winter of 1968. A 
shortage must eventually re­ 
sult in higher prices. 
The 
same may apply to the end 
products of oil unless we are 
willing to place 
dependence 
on foreign oil for our national 
defense, as well as our econo­ 
mic security. 
While atemping o remedy 
tax laws permitting unfair ad 
vantages to a comparatively 
few', extreme care should be ex­ 
ercised not to injure the many. 
Tax "reform” does not neces­ 
sarily mean tax relief. The 
very opposite 
may be the 
case if certain recommenda­ 
tions of the Administration and 
the 
views of a great many 
Members of Congress 
are 
adopted. 
Finally, 
it is just possible 
that there may be so many 
"reforms” 
that 
even 
the 
strongest advocates of change 
may not be able to vote for 
it.
